the opposite side and somewhat to the 
rear of its neighbour, baving blocked the 
entrance for à moment (Please God!—B.HH.) 


This removal has the immediate elect. of 
sending all the laden bees of the 
bive iuto the other, Repent this operation 
with all the other pairs. 

Afier a day or two examine the 
you moved, and look for the queen. 
the hive population is reduced, and as the 
old bees are absent this should be an easy 
matter. If she be old or worn oat, kill 
ber. Otherwise insert her with a few 
young bees in a mailing cage with candy, 
and put her away in the honey-house for 
future use, fora queen may be kept in such

My Experience with the Honey 
Pump.

On December 24th extracting room was 
reconstructed with concreto floor, four- 
frame and cight-frame extrnetors firmly 
fixed with pulleys, all sendy for the en- 
wine, which also drives the eireular saw, 
milking machines, pumps, &е.

First of nll, it is needless to say that 
our names are not Shroeder and Schmitt, 
and also that our advertisement was not 
intended as а practical joke, as many seem 
to think it to be. 


We considered it to be the most foreible 
and efficient way of bringing to the notice 
of New Zealand beekeepers the very urgent 
and vital need of having laws in operation 
governing the importation of queen bees 
Tom infectod countries, 


We are, of course, not importing am 
ucen bees from the Isle of Wight, Te is 
the very last thing we should think of 
oing, as we ourselves are in the honey 
Producing business, and have the interests 
of the industry at heart 


When the Tsle of Wight disease started 
in 1904, most of the influential beekeepers 
in England laughed at the idea of there 
being nny serious danger to the industry 


country. Many advocate importing queens 
from Australia to improve our strain of 
bees over here. Who knows what risk 
we may be cunning daily of introducing 
the dreadful ‘‘ disappearing trick'?? Other 
beekeepers, with the same object in view, 
are importing queens from Amerien, where 

apean foul-brood is spreading. This we 
sider, from personal experience in Eng.
